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DETAILED ACTION 


Response to Amendment 


1. Applicants' cancellation of claims 1-9 and 34-36 in Paper No. 9 is acknowledged. 


2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 20-24 and 41-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Susawa et al. (US 5,591,222 A; cited in Applicants' IDS). 

Susawa et al. disclose the method of loading a stent on a delivery catheter comprising 
providing a stent having a first diameter in a radially contracted position and a second diameter 
in a radially expanded position (see Abstract; column 3, lines 1-5; see Figure 1). The method 
further comprises compressing at least a portion of the stent from a pre-compression diameter to 
a post-compression diameter, the post-compression diameter being less than the diameter of the 
distal portion of the stent (see Abstract; see Figures 1-3; see claim 1), and mounting the stent in 
the post-compression diameter onto the distal portion of the delivery catheter without further 
compressing the stent (see Abstract; column 2, lines 8-15; column 3, lines 1-5 and lines 22-24; 
column 4, lines 30-43; see claims; see entire document). 

4. Claims 10-33 and 37-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Solzbach (DE 195 32 288 Al; cited in Applicants' IDS). As seen in Figures 1-7, Solzbach

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discloses a method of loading a stent on a delivery catheter meeting the claimed steps and 
structural limitations set forth in claims 10-33 and 37-46. 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 20 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
